1 . In paper no. 1 5 an election was required because of the burdensome search that would be 
necessary of the multitude of species. Applicant elected the specie of figure 364 in paper no. 18. 
Claims 59, 66-68, and 77 were then examined. Applicant has canceled those claims and added 78- 
207, a total of 130 ! claims, many of which apparently do not read on figure 364. The MPEP 
(819) does not permit a change of the elected specie in mid examination. This is an omnibus
